The flooded streamlets rush 
proudly along, like mean men puffed up with a little wealth; 
The water by its contact with the earth becomes as muddy as 
the soul when environed by delusion. The lakes swell gra¬ 
dually-and imperceptibly, like as when the quality of goodness

All the 
trees put forth their now leaves, like pious souls that have 
come to matured wisdom. The dk and jaxoUa. plants lose 
their leaves : as in. a weU-goveraed realm the schemes of the 
wioked come to nought. Search as you like, the dusty foot¬ 
path is no longer to bo traced ; like as when religion is put 
out of sight by passion. The earth rich with crops makes os 
goodly a show os the prosperity of beaovolout. Tiie fire-flies 
glitter in the darkness of the olondy night, like a miutered 
band of hypocritical pretenders. The ridges of the fields are 
broken down by the heavy rains, like women ruined by too 
muoh license. The diligent cultivators weed their lands, like 
philosophers who root up ignorance; vanity and pride. TIim 
0 .^‘wa and other birds are nowhere to be seen, like virtr » 
that fled at the coming of the iron ago. However much it 
may rain, no grass spring.s upon barren ground ; so lust takog 
no root in the heart of Hari’s worshippers. The earth gleams 
witJi swarms of living creatures of every kind ; bo the people 
multiply under good government. Hero and there weary 
wayfarers stay and rest, like a man’s bodily senses after the 
attainraeTit of wifklom.

At times a strong wind disperses the clouds in all direc¬ 
tions, like the birth of a bad son, who destroys all the pious 
nractices of hia family.

- Now the rains are over and the season of antemn has 
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rctarneU ; see Lakshman, how exquisitely beautiful eTorj'- 
' thing is. The whole earth is covered with the flowering hum 
^ grass, as though the rains hivd exposed its old age. Tiie rising 
of Canopusi has dried up%he water on the roads, like as greed 
is dried up by contentment. The surface of every river and 
lake is os pure and bright os is the soul of the sa'nta devoid 
of all vanity and delusion ; drop by drop thoir depths are 
diminished, like as the enlightened gradually lose all notions 
of self. The wagtails know the antumn season and come out 
once more, like virtuous deeds in an auspicious time. There is 
neither mud nor dust; the earth is as brilliant as the admi¬ 
nistration of a king who is well versed in state poliejr. Tho 
fish are distres.50il by the shrinking of tlic w'ater, liko impro¬ 
vident men of family by the loss of money. The unclouded 
sky shines as bright as a worshipper of Hari, who has discar.

and most tender-beartedK lam firmly persuaded of soul that 
HAma ’^vill come ; the omoos are so fayourablo. But if my 
life holds ont after the term oace eipires, 1 shall bo a more 
despicable wretch tlrau any in the world*’^

Wliile Bharat’s soul waa thus sinking in tbo sea of R^itia’g 
bereavement, the Son of tbo Wind, diagniaed io form as a 
Brahman, csame like a boat to his loscne.

Thorouiion, Gurur, the great saiat spoke, briefly though 
reverently, of Uaiii.is virtues ; thou, being hlinsolf a 
philosoplior tiovohsd to tho mystery of the triinsconJeutal and 
thiuking that I had fully mastered tho subject, he began a 
sermon on Drahm, the unbogotteu, the iutlivisible, the im-

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Chaup^ti.

Deiuslon and poverty 
eoina not uonr ; no blast of eovotousncJia ever oitin^juLihos 
it. The gloom of overpowering Ignorantio ia dlRperacd j tho 
flwanias of gnatii are all dgatcoyed. Kulthor vile Inst nor any 
other vico approaohos the $oiil in which faitli ahidoa. It 
changoa poisoa to ambrosia, enemies to ftiendSj and without 
Ibis Jewel uo one oaa attain to happiuosa* Those gidovoiiB 
rnental disoases, by the influence of which alJ li'idng erpatnros 
a-re rendoi'ed miserablo, have no offoet upon lilm in whoso 
heart is the Jewol of Faith ; not even in a dream can he fed 
the slightest atoin of pain* They ai-o truly paragons of wis¬ 
dom in the world who labour persistently to secure this 
jewel* Though it bo revealed on earth,, without Eiiua^s 
graco none can flod it. There is an easy device for flodlng 
it, but laokless wights go on wrangling* The Yedaa and 
PuT^nas are tbe holy mountaiiij the legontls of H4iua its 
many gloriotia mines ; tho pious are the digeovererB; and 
good counsel is their piok-ate, wdtile wisdom and oAoeticisiUj 
GaruTj are their eyes. Any creature whe searohea with a 
will can find the ■ jWeh faith; In itself a mine of every, 
hloseitig. I have in my mind persuasion of this, Sir, that 
tme^f Tt^iua's servants is greater than RAma himsolh RAma 
Is the sea, the good and pious axe the rain-cionJ g* Haid is the 
■gandal-kefl and the saints are the winds that diflftiso its per’* 

^ fume. Faith in Haci is a delight and the crown of all desire, 
"but ■ it-' cannot ba had withont the ssiota* Any one, Crarur, 
who uuderutajids this and commimos with the saints will find 
faith in HA ma aa?y of attainment* 

• The Supreme Spirit is the ocean, wisdom "1;} mount 
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ManJain and the saints are the gods, -while the sacred le¬ 
gends are the nectar which they chum out having faith for 
its sweetness. Again, self-control is the shield, and wisdom 
the sword, with which faith in Hari slays his enemiee, Pride, 
Greed and Delusion, and wins the victory ; take thought, 

0 king of the birds, and see if it he not so.”

Qarur asked further in loving tones t “ Since, my lord, 
you aro pleased to bo gracious to me, acknowledge me as 
your disciple and resolve me these seven questions. Tell mo 
first, 0 staunchest of the faithful, what form is the most 
diffioalt of all to obtain. Next consider and explain briefly 
what is the greatest pain aud the highest pleasure. Tell me 
also the essential chamcteristics both of the good and of the 
evil, for this is a secret you understand. Tell me further 
what is the highest religious merit as made kno-wn in the 
Scriptures, and what the most awful sin. In your infinite 
wisdom and supreme compassion explain to me also the 
diseases of the soul.” ** Listen, my son, with the greatest 
reverence and devotion, wbfle I briefly expound this scheme 
of doctrine. The human form is the most excellent of all 
and the desire of every living creature, whether moving or mo¬ 
tionless. It is thejladderthal connects hell and heaven and final 
emancipation and is the bestower of the blessings of wisdom, 
continence and faith. Men who have attained to this form and 
yet do not worship Hari show themselves, in thoir infatua¬ 
tion for the world, greater fools than any fool bring, clutch¬ 
ing at bits of glass while they throw away the philosopher's 
stone which they had in their hands. There is no pain in 
the world so great as poverty and no pleasure like that 
which results from communion with the saints.

1'li*.'j" iivould kill ilivtiisolvea to ruin 
an 0 thorns prospurify^ like tbo hstil vvhiuh dissolves after das- 
troyiug the crops. The rising of the sviukod i$ na mnoli a 
cause of cnbniity ho tltc- u'crld iia ihstt of the faiiiotis planet 
Koto is known to ba. Tlie rise of tho good is over produel iro of 
liappiitess. as when tlie moon rojoieos llio world by seat, to ring 
Iho darkness. The liigbost roligioiis merit ni d cola rad in 
tho Soriphurcs is to do nohar^n to any eraaturu; aiid tboj'o is no 
Bin so heinons as the abuse of another* Jlo wbtt abt]S 03 
Hari or lus Guru becomes a fi'og mid is born a tjiousatid 
times in that fprm. He who ubnsna a "ni^alimau^ [iftiT suffer¬ 
ing iu many Hells, will hu born into the world in tlio form 
of a crow, Thoy who have the presumption to abuse the 
geda ot tbs Scriptures will fall into the hejl uulkd Kaui'ava. 
They who delight to abuao tho eaiiits will bo fhEingtd into 
owla^ as loving the night of error mid hahiug the sun of 
knowledge. Tlie fools who ahnse every one will bo bom 
again as bats. Hearhon now, my soip to tlia disojiSas of the 
aoul from which elU people snffar pain. Holusiou is tbo root 
of all ailmeTits and Prom those again spring many pains. The 
flatulence of Just, tlio phlegm of insatiable greorl, and the 
bile of passion constautly inflame tbo breast^ and when these 


thffea fibmbiue. Sir, there reaults a miserable paralysis of the 
whole system* Who can tell the names of all the digenses 
repreaented by tho various obstinate aansnal emvingsf Such 
are tbs leprosy of selfishness, the itch of envy, tlie vhemnatic 
throbs of Joy and sorrow, tho oousnmption that burns at the 
sight of another's prosperity, the horrible open soro of a 
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roalignant spirit, the excruciating gout of egoism, tlie sciatica 
of heresy, hypocri.sy, vanity and pride, the terrible leprosy 
of greed, the violent tertian ague of the three kinds of oov^ 
tousness,! tlje two fevers of jealously and indiscrimination ; 
but why oontinuo the interminable list of diseases ?

A man dies even of one disease ; but these incurable 
diseases which constantly harass the soul are many in num¬ 
ber, how then can it find rest ? Pious and religious obser¬ 
vances, penance, meditation, sacrifice, prayer and almsgiving 

are so many different remedies ;2 but the disea.se, Qarur, does 
not abate.

Thus every creature in the world is diseased, dostracted 
oltemately by sorrow and joy, by fear and love. I have 
mentioned only some of the diseases of tbe sonl ; they 
tonch every one, but few only detect them. On detec¬ 
tion the wretches diminish somewhat, but those tormentors 
of tho faithful are not completely destroyed. They spring 
up even in the soul of a saint, if fed on tho unwholesome diet 
of materialism; how much more in that of an ordinary man? 
By the grace of Rima every disease iu extirpated, if the 
treatment is conducted in the following manner, with a holy 
tcachor for physiotau, faith for a presoriptiou, coutempb of

Hence thededuct^ns, first, that all pleasure 
is merely negative, suffering alone positive; and seoen*', that inoreased ia- 
telligenoe is simply increased capacity for pain ; the world being the worst 
possible world; if it were worse, it would cease to exist. The will to live 
ought therefore to he rooted ont, and the means to this (asTulsiD&s also 
says^ are voluntary poverty, chastity, and the various practices of 
asceticism. But tho spiritual faith arid devotion, upon whica theHindn 
theologian insists as the crowning step in the iprocess, are necessarily 
ignored by the modem school, with whom not only is tho world of 
cirperienee an unreality, bat the idea of Oodalso is a mere dream, 
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thd world for regimiMi, de^votion to Htud for lifa-givmg drng 
Quda soulfnllcfMth for tlio vqliiclo m ivIdcH it ia admi- 
mstered. By ttia treatment ttie di?oaa& is etiiiily :
